Illegal trap found £3.5m town hall 
in beauty spot revamp revealed 


POLICE are 

appealing for 

information after 
an illegally set trap 
was discovered at 
Kenfig National 
Nature Reserve 
in Bridgend. 

The gin trap, also 
known as a spring 
trap, was found on 
sand dunes between 
Haul Road and the 
beach by a mem¬ 
ber of the public 
on August 20. 

PC Mark 

Goulding, wildlife 
and environmental 
crime officer, said: 
“While it is not an 
offence to possess a 
gin trap, it is how¬ 
ever a banned trap 
to set under Section 
8 of the Pests Act 
1954. Gin traps are 
mechanical traps 
designed to catch 
an animal by its leg 
using spring-oper¬ 
ated jaws with teeth 
or a serrated edge. 
The trap is con¬ 
nected to a chain and 
a stake driven into 
the ground which 
means the animal 
cannot get away. 
The animal therefore 


suffers from the 
indues caused by 
the trap, often 
breaking its leg. 

“A gin trap can 
also cause injury 
to a child or pet, 
luckily in this case 
the trap was spotted 
before any animal 
or child could come 
to harm and reserve 
staff were able to 
quickly seize it. 

“The actions of 
the person who set it 
are reckless and irre¬ 
sponsible; having 
no regard for public 
and animal safety.”

Man jailed for 
attacking mother 


A MOTHER was 
“absolutely devas¬ 
tated” after twice 
being attacked by 
her son, writes AJ 
Sicluna. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
was told that Caroline 
Maekay regarded the 
experienee as being 
“like a nightmare”. 

F ather- o f- four 
Graeme Maekay, 33, 
of Cardiff Road, Barry, 
admitted two charges of 
causing actual bodily 
harm and was jailed for 
a total of three years. 

The victim, said 
Judge David Wynn 
Morgan, was extremely 
vulnerable. 

He said the attacks 
were sustained and 
repeated. 

“There can be no 
excuse for assaulting 
your own mother,” he 
said. 

Prosecutor Alyson 
O’Shea said the first 
attack occurred at his 
mother’s home on June 
16. 

Maekay turned up 
agitated and upset. 

He accused her of 
selling his puppy and 
was going to “**** her 
up”. He threw a broom 
handle at her, striking 
her left shoulder and 
her foot. He was told, 
“You need help, you 
need to calm down” and 
he then kicked the side 


of her face. 

Ms O’Shea said she 
curled up into a ball 
and he squeezed her 
neck for three or four 
seconds, saying, “I’m 
going to take everything 
from you.” 

She fled from the flat 
to her mother’s home in 
Canton, Cardiff, where 
shortly afterwards, the 
defendant carried out 
a second attack, head 
butting her before 
taking a kitchen knife 
and holding it to his 
mother’s throat. 

In a statement, she 
said she was devastated 
and likened the incident 
to a nightmare which 
had hurt and shocked 
her. 

Once, she stated, she 
had had a good rela¬ 
tionship with her son, 
and described him as 
unpredictable. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions 
for violence, with some 
involving female vic¬ 
tims, including actual 
bodily harm, harass¬ 
ment, and inflicting 
grievous bodily harm in 
a road rage incident. 

His counsel, Andrew 
Kendall said: “There is 
not going to be a reso¬ 
lution with his mother. 
For some years, he has 
suffered anxiety and 
depression.”

Call for a new 
health centre in 
Llantwit Major 


RECENTLY, Vale 
AM Jane Hutt, 
Cllr Gwyn John, 
and representa¬ 
tives of the two GP 
surgeries based at 
Llantwit Major met 
the Chief Executive 
of the Cardiff & 
Vale Health Board, 
Lenny Richards, 
to discuss the pros¬ 
pects of building a 
new health centre in 
the town. 

Cllr John said 
his Llantwit First 
Independent colleagues, 
are very concerned about 
the increase in patients 
when the building of new 
homes in the area is fin¬ 
ished. Currently, approx¬ 
imately 240 houses are 
being built at Llantwit 
Major, with planning 
permission granted for 
370 homes at Eglwys 
Brewis, plus an outline 
application shortly being 
submitted by the Welsh 
Government for another 
220 homes off the 
Northern Access Road. 
He said that other large 
developments at St Athan 
and further homes off the 
Northern Access Road, 
which are listed on the 
Local Development Plan, 
will push the figures up. 


Cllr John said: 
“Currently, the clinic on 
Boverton Road - built 
over 40 years ago - needs 
replacing as it is not up to 
the standard. Last winter, 
there was no heating 
in the building for four 
months. The Doctors and 
staff of the Western Vale 
Practice at the Clinic are 
excellent, but they need 
better facilities. 

“The Llantwit Major 
and Coastal Vale 
Medical Practice - for¬ 
merly known as Eryl 
Surgery - have spare 
space for approximately 
700 patients, but this 
will not cover the future 
demand. 

“The Health Board 
told me that no residents 
have complained, despite 
the fact that councillors 
get complaints every day. 

“Therefore, I am asE 
ing residents living in the 
catchment area who use 
the surgeries at Llantwit 
to write to either Jane 
Hutt or myself Cllr Gwyn 
John, Ashgrove House, 
High Street, Llantwit 
Major, CF61 ISS, if they 
think that Llantwit Major 
needs a new health cen¬ 
tre. We will then send 
all correspondence to the 
Cardiff & Vale Health

after the extent of 
their representa¬ 
tions to the Welsh 
Government were 
revealed. 

In a Written Assembly 
Question to Hannah 
Blythyn, the Welsh 
Government Minister 
responsible, Mr Davies 
asked how many times 
she had met with offi¬ 
cials or cabinet members 
from council in the past 
12 months in relation to 
the plant. Ms Blythyn 
confirmed it was “briefly 
mentioned” when she 
met the new Council 
Leader Neil Moore on 
June 6, 2019. 

Mr Davies has long 
campaigned against 
the incinerator, which 
he feels is located in 
a completely inap¬ 
propriate location. 
He also requested an 
update on whether an 


Environmental Impact 
Assessment would 
be carried out on the 
plant, and the minister 
confirmed she was “con¬ 
tinuing to consider” the 
matter. 

Mr Davies said: “The 
incinerator is without 
doubt the number one 
issue of concern in Barry, 
and residents rightly 
expect the council to be 
fighting their comer. I 
was appalled to learn the 
extent of their conver¬ 
sations with the Welsh 
Government amounted 
to it being mentioned 
once in passing. The 
administration has 
let local people down. 
When the new leader 
met the minister, surely 
this should have been 
the number one issue on 
the agenda? There has 
also been no progress 
on an EIA since when I 
requested an update, the 
minister just provided a 
rehashed statement she 
had given three months 
ago. The slapdash 
attitude from both the 
Labour-mn Council and 
Labour Welsh Labour 
Government is unaccept¬ 
able. Barry and the Vale 
deserve better.”

What to look for 
in the September 
night sky 


THIS month we 
see the Milky 
Way rise from the 
south-western hori¬ 
zon, arc up almost 
overhead, before 
dropping down 
to the north-east¬ 
ern horizon. 

If it’s not too cold, 
then perhaps the most 
comfortable way to 
observe this arm of our 
galaxy is to lie down in a 
reclining chair. Use a pair 
of binoculars to observe: 
remember, the higher up 
to the zenith you look, 
the least amount of 
haze you look through. 

Halfway from 

overhead towards the 
southern horizon is the 
constellation of Aquila, 
also known as The 
Eagle. Its brightest star, 
Altair, should not be 
too difficult to locate. It 
is one of our brightest 
naked-eye stars and is 
also flanked by two less 
bright, but never-the-less 
naked-eye stars, one 
above and one below. 

Altair is relatively 
close, being around 16 
or 17 light years from 
our Sun and we estimate 
it is around 8 to 10 times 
the luminosity of our 
Sun. When you look at 
it with the naked eye or 


binoculars its colour is 
white. To compare the 
colour, try looking at 
the star above (Gamma) 
which will appear 
orange in colour. The 
Milky Way runs through 
Aquila, so do take 
a look while you can. 

The giant planets 
Jupiter and Saturn are 
past their best viewing 
times, but you should 
just about pick them out 
low in the south, espe¬ 
cially during the first 10 
days of the month when 
the Moon will be close 
by (from September 
5 to 8 the Moon will 
be around first quarter). 

Also, around the 
same dates if you locate 
Jupiter, look directly 
below it and use binoc¬ 
ulars to find the bright 
red star Antares in the 
constellation Scorpius. 

September 23 is offi¬ 
cially the start of autumn 
and over the next couple 
of months the summer 
constellations we have 
become familiar with 
will dip below the hori¬ 
zon and different ones 
we saw last winter begin 
to take centre stage.

Marking 100 years since 
Barry’s race riots 


A SPECIAL day of 
events to mark the 
centenary of Barry’s 
1919 race riots is 
taking place in the 
town this weekend. 

People will be able 
to learn the lessons of 
history and celebrate 
Barry’s rich multi¬ 
cultural heritage and 
future through a string 
of activities at Merthyr 
Dyfan Cemetery and 
Chapel on September 1. 
A tour of the cemetery, 
starting at 2.30pm, will 
reveal many different 
graves dating back 
to the town’s earliest 
days before a moment’s 
silence takes place at 
the graves of race riot 
victims. The chapel will 
host a celebration event 
from 4pm until 5.15pm 
which will feature live 
music, poetry readings 
and storytelling. Barry’s 
history is one of incom¬ 
ers from all parts of the 
world moving there 
to establish the town. 
In 1919 Barry, along 
with other dock towns, 
witnessed race riots. 
A spokesperson said: 
“Driven by high unem¬ 
ployment, insecurity 
and a fear of foreigners 
there were killings and 
mobs on the rampage 
with a blind hatred for 
anyone of a different 
colour or creed.” 



Shipwright Ernest 
Jackman (pictured), 
who lived at a board¬ 
ing house on Beverly 
Street, was one of the 
many race riot victims. 
He was forced to flee 
the property when riot¬ 
ers broke into the house. 
After a fatal stabbing 
in the street, which a 
black man was arrested 
for, the rioters returned 
to Mr Jackman’s home 
and broke in again. Mr 
Jackman managed to 
escape over a back wall 
and grabbed a kitchen 


knife on his way out. 
Reports say he ran down 
Robins Lane and asked 
for shelter at another 
property, but the owner, 
when he spotted the 
knife, started brawl¬ 
ing with him. Rioters 
quickly caught up with 
Mr Jackman and started 
throwing stones at him. 
Andy Green, one of the 
organisers, said: “The 
story of our town is of 
people coming together 
to create a community 
that strives to work, play 
and live in harmony.

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The correct 
use of a crop 

OWNING an apple tree is a mixed bless¬ 
ing: it can be a lot of work to keep 
it productive. There’s the winter pest 
prevention, the pruning, but - finally - the 
reward of the apples. Bramley, or Cox’s 
Orange Pippin, or Winter Pomeroy... 
some are ‘eaters’ and some are ‘cookers’. 
Perhaps you only have one tree, but in 
late summer you should find a use for the 
fruit. 

You can’t just leave it lying on the grass for the 
wasps. It’s bad for the grass, and it’s also a terrible 
waste! If you don’t want your apples, someone is 
bound to: why not piek them, and leave them in a 
tub at your gate for the neighbours? Apple juice is 
lovely if you have aecess to a press; maybe your 
local orchard has an open day at this time of the 
year, and you ean use theirs? Apple wine is an old 
eountry favourite, eider too. Apple pieees ehopped 
small ean be added to the family pancake recipe for 
extra interest and nutrition. Grated apple goes into 
a Christmas mincemeat recipe and keeps it juiey. 
Apple sauce is always a weleome addition to the 
dinner table: you can make it in advanee and freeze 
it in small batches. Peel and eore, cut in pieces and 
stew slowly with just a dash of water for about 30 
minutes until soft, add sugar aceording to taste. A 
versatile baking ingredient, it will go in muffins and 
eakes. Here is a reeipe to use your applesauee - it 
is delightful! 

Spiced Apple Cake 

Preheat oven to 150C or gas mark 2. 

You will need: 4 oz/125g butter; 4 oz/125g 
sugar; 3oz/75g pureed cooked apple (unsweet¬ 
ened); 1 tsp biearbonate of soda; 6oz/175g plain 
flour; 1/4 tsp ground nutmeg; 1/4 tsp ground ein- 
namon; 3 oz/75g raisins or sultanas (optional). 

Cream the butter and sugar together; stir the 
bicarbonate of soda into the apple, then add swiftly 
to the ereamed mixture. Sift the flour and spiees 
together and add them to the mixture. If you’re 
adding raisins, put them in now. 

Grease and line your 7”/18em eake tin (round or 
square), pour in the eake batter and bake in the oven 
for 50-60 minutes. 


Penarth and District 
Ramblers discover 
a new monument 
to a WWII disaster 


RACHEL from Penarth and 
District Ramblers played host 
to a group of nine walkers 
meeting at Pontypool/New Inn 
Railway Station in order to 
catch the train for the short 
journey to Abergavenny 
for the 12-mile walk back. 

Upon their arrival, the sun burst 
through and heading through they 
elimbed gradually to Llanfoist Wharf 
on the Breeon and Monmouthshire 
Canal. With stunning views of the 
wooded Ysgyryd Fawr, they crossed 
the canal towards Graig Syddi. 

They deseended back to the eanal 
and, erossing the Oehram Brook and 
elimbing by road they reached a rocky 
track with magnificent beeeh trees that 
led them dow nh ill onto farming land. 
Passing grazing sheep being watehed 
over by llamas keen to make friends 
with the group, they enjoyed views 
over the former British Nylon Spinners 
factory, now a listed building, before 
erossing stiles to Ty-poeth Farm with 
its resident comieal pigs. Then re-join¬ 
ing the canal on the edge of New 
Inn they made their return to collect 
their waiting ears at Pontypool station. 

The following day, Robin and 
13 companions made the trip up to 
Goodrieh Castle in Herefordshire and, 
setting off by road in sunshine they 
passed the old Augustinian Flanesford 
Priory, before joining the banks of 
the River Wye at Kerne Bridge. 


Steps led them up through Thomas 
Wood and along a slippery path to 
emerge into thick bracken on the river 
bank. Following a morning break 
they entered the Courtfield Estate 
and, heading around a river bend, 
they gazed up at Courtfield House 
almost hidden by the trees, where 
Henry V is said to have been nursed. 

Arriving at Welsh Bicknor and pass¬ 
ing the delightful St Margaret’s Chureh, 
a blaek cloud emptied its eontents on 
them as coats were hastily donned. 

Heading through the muddy Park 
Wood, the warm sun re-appeared 
during lunch break. Continuing along 
the riverbank, they viewed the new 
stone memorial eommemorating 
the seven RAF personnel and four 
teehnical experts, who all perished 
whilst taking part in a top secret radar 
test on June 7, 1942. Passing below 
Coldwell Roeks and the busy Yat 
Rock viewing platform, they climbed 
below Coppet Hill, enjoying the 
magnificent views over Goodrieh.

We are blessed to have some of the best schools in 
the eountry and last week, almost three quarters of 
those who sat WJEC GCSEs in the Vale achieved 
grades A* to C and 98.4 per eent A* to G;

Amongst the impressive performances, Llantwit 
Major Comprehensive, Peneoedtre High Sehool and 
St Riehard Gwyn High School all recorded improve¬ 
ments on last year. Cowbridge Comprehensive 
Sehool and Stanwell Sehool again exeelled, as 
they have for years. Aside from seeing so many 
jubilant young people, a highlight of Thursday was 
speaking to Hywel Priee, headteaeher at Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg, where work is underway on a rebuild of 
the site. Hywel made it clear how excited the sehool 
team were now that work on faeilities was under¬ 
way. The importanee of first-class learning facilities 
cannot be overstated. Modem digital elassrooms not 
only provide teachers with the best tools to edueate 
pupils, they also push students to reach their full 
potential. This is something my administrations 
have always believed in. The works at Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg are the first in Wales to be undertaken 


as part of the new Welsh Government 21st Century 
Sehools ‘Band B’ funding. The Council has moved 
quiekly to secure this money for the Vale and in 
September and Oetober, eonstmetion will begin 
at Whitmore High Sehool and Peneoedtre High 
Sehool.

WHEN secu¬ 
rity officers at 
Bridgend’s Parc 
Prison carried out 
a spot check, an 
inmate attempted 
to flush a mobile 
phone down his 
cell lavatory, 
writes AJ Sicluna. 

In Cardiff Crown 
Court, it was revealed 
that 24-year-old 
Cameron Jones had 
had an argument 
with his partner and 
had been given the 
phone to contact her. 

Jones, who comes 
from Merthyr, was 
serving 45 months 
imprisonment for 
being in possession 
of class A drugs 
with intent to supply. 

He pleaded guilty 
to being in unauthor¬ 
ised possession of the 
mobile phone and was 
jailed for 12 months, 
to run consecutively to 


his current sentence. 

Judge David Wynn 
Morgan said: “You 
have form for this sort 
of thing because of your 
previous convictions.” 

Prosecutor Thomas 
Stanway said that 
last December, a 
security patrol with a 
mobile phone detec¬ 
tion device went into 
the defendant’s cell. 

He was in the toilet 
area and dropped some¬ 
thing into the bowl. 

Inside, the officers 
found a mobile phone 
which was turned on. 
Jones denied owning 
it and denied dropping 
it into the lavatory. 

He was said to have a 
previous conviction for 
taking mobile phones 
into Parc Prison. 

Andrew Davies, 
representing him, said: 
“Clearly, it was not 
his actual phone. He 
had had an argument 
with his girlfriend.”

Creating a 
country garden 



A COTTAGE gar¬ 
den can bring the 
feel of the country 
into any space and 
with the right plants 
and layout can be 
easily created 
around any style or 
age of property.

• Keep it relatively 
small in size. Avoid 
straight lines have 
curved beds and winding 
paths; let plants spill over 
onto paths and walkways. 

• Choose path mate¬ 
rials that complement 
your home and garden so 
choose traditional mate¬ 
rials such as brick, stone 
and gravel. 

• If you can, give the 
garden a backdrop with 
hedges, rustic fencing 
or a wall. Make it your 
own with structural focal 
points such as arbors, 
obelisks and small trees 
and shrubs. 

• Have a good mix of 
plants and repeat plants 


and colours to create a 
flow and harmony. 

When it comes to plant 
selection, pick ones that 
are robust as there is 
lots of competition for 
space, and don’t forget 
to add in scented plants 
like honeysuckle, roses 
and lavenders. A cottage 
garden looks amazing in 
summer but will have a 
quiet season in winter, 
so make sure you plant 
winter and spring bulbs 
to give colour all year 
round. Classic cottage 
plants include ones that 
provide a bit of height 
such as delphiniums, 
lupins, foxgloves and 
hollyhocks which are 
usually scattered through 
the borders. Roses are 
also essential - both bush 
and climbers - and the 
more highly scented, 
the better. Try using 
perennials rather than 
annuals. Perennials come 
back each year and are 
much less work, which 
is why roses, geraniums 
and lavender are popular 
choices. And don’t for¬ 
get to deadhead - every 
couple of days in the 
summer - to keep the 
garden looking fresh and 
colourful and to help 
plants to produce more 
flowers.

Police facial app: ^Big 
Brother’ claims denied 



POLICE in 
South Wales are 
to have a facial 
recognition app 
installed on their 
phones - despite 
a looming court 
challenge over 
the technology. 

Officers will be able 
to use the app, which 
is being tested over 
the next three months, 
to identify suspects 
without taking them 
to a police station. 

They will run a pho¬ 
tograph of an individual 
through a database and 
instantly find out if the 
person they’ve stopped 
is the one they are after. 

But human rights 
campaign group 

Liberty has branded 
the move “shameful” 
as the force is already 
facing a court battle. 

Liberty brought a 
legal case against South 
Wales Police for its 
use of automated facial 
recognition on city 
streets and at events 
including rugby matches. 

The group called for 
a complete ban on live 
facial recognition, which 
scans video feeds of the 
public for the faces of sus¬ 
pects kept on a watch list. 

South Wales Police 
will roll-out the app to 50 
officers initially as part 
of the trial and it will be 
under careful supervision. 

Deputy Chief 

Constable Richard Lewis 
explained: “This new 
app means that, with a 
single photo, officers 
can easily and quickly 
answer the question of 
‘are you really the per¬ 
son we are looking for? 

“When dealing with a 
person of interest during 
the patrols in our com¬ 
munities, officers will 
be able to access instant, 
actionable data, allowing 
them to identify whether 
the person stopped is, 
or is not, the person 
they need to speak to 


without having to return 
to a police station.” 

And the deputy chief 
constable added: “I want 
to stress that our police 
officers will only be 
using the new technol¬ 
ogy in instances where 
it is both necessary and 
proportionate to do so 
and always with the 
end goal of keeping that 
particular individual, or 
the wider public, safe.” 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Alun 
Michael insisted every 
new piece of technol¬ 
ogy would be subject 
to “independent over¬ 
sight and scrutiny” in 
light of the ethical and 
social concerns that 
have been fiagged up 
about facial recognition. 

He said: “People want 
to know that members 
of the public who have 
done nothing wrong are 
not being subjected to 
inappropriate surveil¬ 
lance and their privacy 
and anonymity will be 
respected and protected. 

“However people also 
want us to keep them 
safe and to use the tech¬ 
nology to apprehend peo¬ 
ple who have committed 
serious offences and 
take them off the streets. 

“As a result of the 
robust systems of 


scrutiny and challenge 
that I and the Chief 
Constable have put in 
place I can reassure the 
public that we are getting 
that balance right. We are 
committed to protecting 
human rights as well as 
keeping the public safe.” 

Mr Michael added: 
“This is about doing more 
with less after we have 
lost a third of the money 
to employ police officers 
that used to come from 
the Home Office and it 
is absolutely not about 
Big Brother taking over.

- so we need to harness 
technology to increase 
effectiveness, but we will 
only do so when we can 
at the same time respect 
the spirit as well as the 
letter of the law as we 
enhance the ability of 
our officers and staff to 
prevent crime and cre¬ 
ate a safer environment 
in which everyone can 
be safe and confident.”

Tech sector jobs in Wales 
soar by 83 per cent, 
says new ONS report 


EMPLOYMENT 
in Wales’ tech¬ 
nology industry is 
booming accord¬ 
ing to new figures 
out this week, with 
the number of 
jobs in the sector 
up a huge 83 per 
cent since 2010. 

Statistics also show 
that, on average, 400 
more tech sector jobs 
have been created each 
month in Wales over 
the last five years. 
Meanwhile Wales’ over¬ 
all employment rate is 
now 75.0 per cent, a rate 
higher than London. 

The figures released 
by the ONS earlier this 
week are an eneouraging 
indicator for students 
who received their A 
Level results yesterday, 
providing a wealth of 
jobs and vocational 
options for young people 
entering the UK Labour 
market. 

The statistics also fol¬ 
low recent recognition 
of Wales - by the UK 
entrepreneur network 


Tech Nation - as a 
future hotspot for digital 
and financial technolo¬ 
gies companies, with 
significant investment 
and a variety of start-ups 
arriving in the eountry 
over the last five years. 

Wales is not the only 
part of the UK bene- 
fitting from a thriving 
tech sector, with 11 of 
the 12 other regions 
showing an increase in 
teeh sector jobs, with the 
greatest increases seen 
in Wales and the north 
west. Wales saw the 
sharpest rise at 83 per 
cent, with the south west 
also rising by 41 per cent 
since 2010. Overall the 
number of jobs in the 
UK tech sector has risen 
by 38 per cent since 
2010. 

Secretary of State for 
Work and Pensions and 
Minister for Women and 
Equalities, Amber Rudd 
said: “As thousands of

The vyonder of water gardens 



A WATER gardeu 
opeus up a uew 
world of plaut- 
iug iu the gardeu, 
but before you 
start, decide what 
size aud desigu 
is best for you. 

A smaller water gar¬ 
den in a container may 
be a better fit for your 
lifestyle and pocket 
and still gives you the 
soothing beauty and 
colour of water plants. 
If you are thinking of 
in-ground pond, it’s often 
best to seek professional 
help. A natural-looking 
water garden should 
have sloped sides with 
planting terraces that 
step down toward the 
deepest area of the pond. 
This allows you to have 
a range of plants and 
create different habitats. 

A depth of about 
Im (3 ft) is usually 


necessary to ensure that 
the pond doesn’t freeze 
solid during the winter. 

For something on a 
smaller scale, consider 
a patio water garden. 
If you are using a large 
sized terracotta pot then 
you will need to plug 
the drain hole with 
a mbber or cork stop¬ 
per and pond sealant. 

Other water feature 
containers could be 
old Belfast basins and 
water troughs or half 
wooden barrels - they 
just need to be water¬ 
proof and leak free, 
which is easy to achieve 
with a plastic liner. 

You can plant several 
types of aquatic plants 
in one container but if 
the plants you choose 
grow better at different 
water depths, then plant 
them on a brick or small 
upturned clay pot in the 
water to raise them to 
the right level. Three 


plants is normally plenty 
in a 45cm or 60cm pot 
(1.5ft or 2ft) so you can 
still see plenty of open 
water. Try and have a 
mix of the following: 

- Underwater plants - 
these grow entirely sub¬ 
merged and are good at 
keeping algae at bay. The 
pretty Water Violet is a 
British native plant with 
white-mauve flowers. 

- Floaters - their root 
system hangs down in 
the water and they are 
also good algae deter¬ 
rents. Frogbit is also a 
native plant, with small 
round pale green leaves 
and small white flowers. 

- Water lilies - they 
have their root systems 
anchored at the bottom 
of the water while the 
leaves and flowers float 
on the top. Rubra is a 
miniature water-lily with 
small rounded leaves 
and slightly fragrant, 
deep rose-pink cupped 


flowers that flower 
through to September. 

September is when 
autumn begins to creep 
into your garden, but that 
doesn’t mean it’s time to 
let it all go to seed - far 
from it, as the garden¬ 
ing experts point out ... 

“September is gen¬ 
erally a cooler, gustier 
month than August and 
the days are noticeably 
shorter. While there’s 
not as much to do in the 
ornamental garden at this 
time of the year, if you 
have a fruit or vegetable 
patch, you’ll be busy 
reaping the rewards of 
harvest. It’s also time to 
get out and start planting 
spring-flowering bulbs 
for next year and you 
can collect seeds for 
next summer’s colour 
too.

THE MUSTANG (15, 97 mins) Drama/Thriller. 
Matthias Schoenaerts, Jason Mitehell, Josh Stewart, 
Bruee Dem, Gideon Adlon, Connie Britton. 
Direetor: Laure de Clermont-Tonnerre.

In Shakespeare’s history play Henry V, a name¬ 
less boy memorably debates whether “men of few 
words are the best men”. 

The tormented eentral eharaeter in The Mustang 
- a hulking prison inmate with a shaved head and 
tattoos - would seem to disprove the assertion. 

Rendered mute for long stretehes by the rage that 
pereolates inside him, Roman Coleman (Matthias 
Sehoenaerts) is a glowering brute, who is behind 
bars for repeatedly hitting his wife’s head against a 
kitehen sink during an argument. 

He has spent 12 years at the merey of the 
Department of Correetions and has yet to eonvince 
the prison’s therapist (Connie Britton) that he eould 
be safely reintegrated into the outside world. 

“I’m not good with people,” he growls. 

Direetor Laure de Clermont-Tonnerre and 
eo-writers Mona Fastvold and Broek Norman 
Broek face the seemingly impossible task of engi¬ 
neering Roman’s redemption while their physieally 
imposing protagonist remains largely silent and 
unsympathetie. 

A powerhouse performanee from Belgian actor 
Schoenaerts and stunning einematography eourtesy 
of Ruben Impens gradually cast their spell as 
the gossamer-thin story reveals facets of regret 
and despair in the thuggish inmate’s eomplex 
personality. 

De Clermont-Tonnerre’s contemplative drama 
seeks narrative inspiration from a real-life training 
programme, whieh rehabilitates prisoners by 
allowing them to work with wild mustangs until the 
animals ean be adopted by the publie, 


partieularly unpredietable animal. 

Fellow inmate Henry (Jason Mitehell), who is 
involved with traffieking ketamine around prison, 
shares his knowledge of horses and allows Roman 
to bond with his steed, ehristened Marquis (the 
inmate pronounces it Mareus). 

The mustang soothes Roman’s inner rage and 
helps the prisoner to build meaningful relationships 
with other men in the programme. 

A tragie turn of events involving Roman’s 
uneouth eellmate (Josh Stewart) jeopardises his 
good work in the saddle and his plans to rebuild the 
trust of his pregnant daughter (Gideon Adlon). 

Exeeutive produeed by Robert Redford, The 
Mustang is a surprisingly effective eharaeter 
study, whieh draws obvious parallels between the 
untamed volatility of Roman and his four-legged 
ward, emphasised by a single seene of unexpeeted 
and shoeking eruelty. 

Towering above many of his human eo-stars, 
Sehoenaerts tightly eoils his eharaeter’s anguish 
and ehips away at the imposing faeade until an 
emotional dam breaks in the visitors’ room. 

Confident and sensitive sereenwriting esehews 
sentimentality against a stunning eanvas of the 
rugged Nevada wilderness. 

There is no forgiveness for Roman’s horrifie 
transgressions - he destroyed more than one life 
that day in the choking red mist - but atonement 
might be earned over time. 

Roman eertainly has plenty of that.

2013 stage play, Mrs Lowry & Son is a dour study 


For five weeks, Roman eurbs his voleanie temper of Stretford-bom painter LS Lowry and the toxie 


by following the instruetions of elderly programme 
direetor Myles (Bruee Dem) to gain the tmst of one 


relationship with his ageing, malcontent mother, 
whieh almost stifled his artistie ambitions. 


The matehstiek men and women of his evoeative 
paintings are largely eonfined to the attie, where 
Lowry daubed from memory late at night to the 
persistent hiss of a gas lamp. 

It is a lonely, isolating existenee but one that 
seems to fulfil the dutiful son. 

“Em a man who paints, nothing more, nothing 
less,” he eonfides in the guise of Timothy Spall, 
who delivered a towering performanee as JMW 
Turner for Mike Leigh and is markedly restrained 
here for direetor Adrian Noble. 

Like its theatrieal predeeessor, the film is pre¬ 
dominantly a claustrophobie two-hander between 
the painter and his mother, portrayed by Vanessa 
Redgrave as a purse-lipped harpy with a boundless 
eapaeity to wound with her words. 

The verbal onslaught is relentless and our sym¬ 
pathy rests firmly with the long-suffering son as he 
tends to the matriareh’s every whim with a hangdog 
expression that eoneeals a steady, gentle simmer of 
Oedipal rage. 

Every evening, Laurenee Lowry (Spall) returns 
home to a terraeed house in Pendlebury, Laneashire 
and his domineering mother Elizabeth (Redgrave). 

Throughout the day, while her son toils as a 
rent eolleetor, Elizabeth marinates in bitterness 
and resentment, horrified that the debts of her late 
husband (Michael Keogh) have eondemned her to 
a two-up two-down surrounded by soot-smudged 
members of the working class. 

“I can’t abide ugliness. I don’t have the eonsti- 
tution for it,” she sneers, aiming her pent-up bile at 
the one person who cooks her dinner, earries her to 
bed and brushes the knots from her hair. 

Laurie’s passion for art fuels Elizabeth’s ire and 
she reads aloud a review in the local newspaper 
of his painting Coming From The Mill, whieh is 
dismissed as “ridieulous mannequins in a squalid 
industrial seene” and “an insult to the people of 
Lancashire”. 

Time and time again, Elizabeth attempts to dis¬ 
suade her son from pieking up a paintbrush to focus 
on more important matters. Like her. 

“You’ll never leave me, will you?” she pleads. 

“No mother... promise,” sighs Laurie.

“That’s right,” she nods, “after all, what woman 
would have you?” 

Mrs Lowry & Son struggles to eseape the tur¬ 
pentine fumes of its stage origins, with oeeasional 
flashbaeks to expand the Aim’s eolour-bleaehed 
eanvas beyond the walls of the family home. 

The leads relish the verbal to and fro. 

Redgrave makes little effort to disguise her 
eharaeter’s displeasure with her eurrent situation 
- “I haven’t been eheerful sinee 1868, the year of 
my confirmation” - while Spall suffers each barrage 
of barbs with wearisome sighs and a stoieism that 
verges on saintliness.

THE beaches - codenamed 
Utah, Omaha, Gold, Juno, 
and Sword - landed on during 
Operation Neptune, the D-Day 
landings, are of course not the 
only beaches in Normandy. 

Normandy, which has a population 
equivalent to that of Wales, but is sig- 
nifieantly larger (and has a superb tour¬ 
ism department), is blessed with littoral 
delights, and a day off from visiting cem¬ 
eteries where the easualties at rest ean run 
into the thousands, is sometimes necessary. 


Barneville-Carteret, some 30 
miles west of Sainte-Mere-Eglise 
through twisting and well-main¬ 
tained country roads, is such a place. 

It has a yacht club and marina, a 
boulangerie, an hotel, a couple of res¬ 
taurants, and a few boutiques. It is quiet, 
and like everywhere, if you speak a 
little Freneh, the locals appreciate it. 

Stop at L’Abri for lunch, with views 
towards the ehannel and entranee to the 
marina. Bathed in soporific sunshine, 
there is no such thing as a quick meal. 

Do be timely, though. So many peo¬ 
ple - many of whom were, alas, Brits 
- arrive past 2pm or past 7pm here and 


other places expecting to lunch or dine. 

Perhaps in large urban areas might the 
French keep open their restaurants, but not 
even in the small touristic towns do they. 

Even the Subway sandwich shops shut. 

The cry of “But where are we 
going to eat?” causes the average 
Freneh restaurateur or bistro owner to 
feign ignoranee of the Fingua Franca 
and to deliver a quaintly Gallie shrug. 

Try the salade chaude aux gesiers 
(gizzards) et foie gras. C’est si bon\ 

Back east and on to the small, but 
bustling fishing town of Port-en-Bessin, 
which in The Longest Day doubled as 
the nearby port of Ouistreham (a ghost 


sign from the film still adorns a wall). 

Eying between Omaha and Gold, 
the town was captured by the gallant 
chaps of 47 Royal Marine Commando in 
Operation Aubrey on D-Day +1 and +2, 
and was the point at whieh PFUTO (Pipe 
Fine Under The Oeean) came ashore. 

Unlike the hulks of the Mulberry 
Harbour gently rotting further along the 
coast at Arromanche, nothing exists of 
this other ineredible feat of engineering. 

The town, like so many others, 
has memorials to these actions and 
even a quayside restaurant ealled Fe 
47eme Brasserie in honour of the 
Commandos. Prawns, oysters, skate 


all fresh off the boats are specialities. 

Port-en-Bessin- amaritime festival was 
taking place - matches so many other spots 
on the coast by being extraordinarily wel¬ 
coming to people from the Allied nations. 

And yet few Brits or others, I was 
told, venture there, knowing little of the 
battle and its significance or perhaps 
the more famous locations obscure it. 

Do the still-grateful locals, and the 
memory of the men who liberated 
the town, the honour due and visit.
